WHEREAS, career and technical education programs play an integral role in providing
our students with the experience and training necessary to compete in the modern economy
and a reduction in funding will harm Tennessee's students and communities, both big and small,
as well as the economic well-being of America; now, therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE ONE HUNDRED SEVENTH GENERAL
ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF TENNESSEE, THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES
CONCURRING, that this General Assembly hereby memorializes the United States Congress to
oppose any reduction in funding of career and technical education programs, including the
Perkins Tech Prep program.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a certified copy of this resolution be transmitted to
the President and the Secretary of the United States Senate, the Speaker and the Clerk of the
United States House of Representatives, and to each member of Tennessee's Congressional

delegation.
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
